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HISTORY  Of  THE  CLASS  OF  1M8 

When  crisp  September  came  around  in  the  year  1944,  a  group  of  pilgrims  had  assembled 
at  Hugh  Morson  High  School  to  make  plans  for  their  four  year  journey  together.  Each  pilgrim 
had  in  his  heart  a  bit  of  excitement  as  he  was  ready  to  start  out  from  the  Inn.  Before  leaving 
on  their  journey,  they  selected  Miss  Mary  Penney  as  governor  and  Ned  Davis  for  chief  knight. 
For  colors  they  chose  blue  and  white;  for  a  flower,  the  red  rose;  and  for  their  motto,  "Love, 
Honor,  Loyalty." 

It  was  spring  before  they  interrupted  the  pilgrimage  to  have  a  big  social,  which  was  in  the 
form  of  a  picnic  at  Pullen  Park.  The  feast  was  bountiful;  and  skating,  swimming,  and  dancing 
were  enjoyed  by  everyone.   Afterwards,  with  hearts  serene,  they  journeyed  on. 

They  had  been  on  their  journey  a  year,  and  in  the  fall  of  1945  stopped  in  a  near-by  Inn 
to  select  new  leaders.  The  new  adviser  was  Miss  Nancy  Beddingfield  and  the  knight  was  Bill 
Edwards.  During  the  year  they  participated  in  a  magazine  campaign,  and  everyone  worked 
hard  to  make  this  a  big  success.  The  main  event  of  the  season  was  the  return  to  Pullen  Park 
for  a  picnic  and  dancing. 

By  September  of  the  next  year  they  realized  that,  even  with  a  year  of  hard  work  before 
them,  that  many  delightful  experiences  were  in  store.  After  the  first  year  they  lost  Miss  Penney, 
who  waited  by  the  way  for  the  next  group  of  travelers.  Now  Miss  Beddingfield  decided  to  go 
back  to  help  the  later  pilgrims. 

Miss  Lucy  Gilmore's  guidance  as  adviser  helped  to  make  this  a  truly  remarkable  year. 
Officers  for  the  year  were  Bill  Edwards,  president;  Worth  Boyce,  vice  president;  Dorothy  Mills, 
secretary;  and  Carroll  Shoemaker,  treasurer. 

Again  they  put  all  their  energy  into  the  magazine  campaign.  However,  the  result  was  that 
the  class  came  in  in  second  place.    They  were  very  proud  to  have  been  that  successful. 

The  receiving  of  class  rings  was  one  of  the  most  thrilling  moments  during  the  journey. 
The  rings  were  of  gold  with  onyx  setting.  After  receiving  rings,  the  pilgrims  knew  that  they 
would  always  have  a  symbol  of  a  wonderful  class,  striving  together  to  prepare  themselves  better 
for  the  future. 

Assistants  for  the  annual  staff  were  elected,  who,  after  having  gained  experience  this  year, 
would  be  in  charge  of  the  annual  next  year.  Those  winning  this  honor  were  Sally  Massey,  editor- 
in-chief;  Bill  Simms,  business  manager;  David  Murray,  advertising  manager;  and  Billie  Marie  Wat- 
kins,  class  editor. 

For  years  they  had  looked  forward  to  the  Junior-Senior  Prom.  The  class  had  a  wonderful 
time  making  plans  for  the  dance.  The  night  arrived,  and  the  gymnasium  was  beautifully  deco- 
rated with  pastel  streamers,  roses,  and  an  old  fashioned  frame  of  lattice  work.  Evergreens  and 
a  make  believe  balcony  added  beauty  to  the  background.  In  the  midst  of  these  heavenly  sur- 
roundings a  wonderful  evening  of  dancing  was  enjoyed  by  everyone. 

In  September  of  "47"  they  began  the  last  year  of  their  pilgrimage.  It  was  their  aim  to 
make  this  the  most  .outstanding  year  since  it  would  be  their  last  year  together.  Miss  Natalie 
Coffey,  as  governor,"  gave  her  time  and  guidance  into  making  this  year  a  great  success.  A  very 
competent  group  of  leaders  was  elected.  They  were  Worth  Boyce,  president;  Jerry  Parrish,  vice 
president;   Dorothy  Mills,  secretary;   and  Osier  Murray,  treasurer. 

Dianna  Farlow  was  selected  as  their  mascot.  She  was  sponsored  by  Jean  Rowe.  The  annual 
was  dedicated  to  Coach  Lee  Stone,  whose  winning  personality  won  its  way  into  the  hearts  of 
the  pilgrims.    Senior  Superlatives  were  also  selected  during  the  fall. 

On  December  5,  1947,  "Shiny  Nose"  was  presented  by  the  pilgrims.  The  members  of  the 
cast  for  the  play  were  Dorothy  Mills  as  Janey,  Marie  Knight  as  Zip,  Kathryn  Moore  as  Helen, 
Wade  Gallant  as  Mr.  Marble,  Frances  Parker  as  Mrs.  Marble,  Bill  Simms  as  Coach  Brown,  Worth 
Boyce  as  George  Anderson,  Phil  Clement  as  Allen  Rogers,  Norma  Howard  as  Madge  Grant,  and 
Dolores  Sykes  as  Peggy.   This  performance  was  a  big  success  in  every  way. 

Once  again  the  pilgrims  worked  together  in  such  worthy  causes  as  the  Red  Cross  and  the 
March  of  Dimes.  Every  senior  home  room  had  a  straight  one  hundred  per  cent  in  the  clean-up 
campaign.  Then  at  Christmas  everyone  did  his  part  in  giving  so  that  those  less  fortunate  might 
be  happier. 

The  usual  magazine  campaign  was  held  in  February.  Perfect  team  work  made  this  an  out- 
standing event  of  the  year. 

To  follow  the  usual  custom  the  Junior  Class  entertained  the  Seniors  at  the  Junior-Senior 
prom  on  April  16.  The  gymnasium  was  beautifully  decorated,  carrying  out  the  idea  of  an  old 
Southern  Plantation.  White  columns  encircled  the  dance  floor,  and  on  one  side  was  a  lovely 
Southern  mansion.  The  sky  was  a  very  soft  blue  with  glittering  stars.  The  figure  was  composed 
of  officers  of  the  junior  and  senior  classes  and  members  of  the  annual  staff  with  their  dates. 
Confederate  costumes  worn  by  those  in  the  floor  show  added  to  the  beauty  of  the  occasion.  The 
night  soon  slipped  away,  leaving  only  memories  of  a  perfect  dance. 

At  last  they  had  reached  the  end  of  their  journey.  Those  last  few  days,  however,  were 
very  exciting.  The  Senior  picnic  was  held  at  Pullen  Park.  Then  on  Sunday  night,  May  30,  the 
Baccalaureate  Sermon  was  delivered  at  Memorial  Auditorium.  Class  Night  was  held  in'  the 
school  auditorium  on  June  2,  and  the  theme,  "Our  Heritage,"  was  carried  out.    On  June  4, 
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in  the  Memorial  Auditorium,  Mr.  D.  W.  Sanders  presented  diplomas  to  one  hundred  and 
nine  pilgrims. 

To  Hugh  Morson  they  said  goodbye.  The  pilgrimage  was  over,  and  before  them  was  a 
future  with  endless  opportunities.  Their  last  act  was  to  make  plans  for  another  pilgrimage 
to  begin  ten  years  from  now.

PROPHECY  FOR  THE  CLASS  OF  1948 

When  the  pilgrims  disbanded,  they  agreed  to  meet  again  in  ten  years  to  see  how  far  each 
had  progressed  on  his  separate  journey.  The  meeting  place  was  the  Inn  where  they  had  met  so 
many  times  in  the  past. 

At  the  Inn  to  greet  the  guests  were  pilgrims  who  had  remained  to  help  others  along  the 
way.  Among  the  hosts  and  hostesses  were  Cecil  Deans,  physics  professor;  Ned  Davis,  head  coach 
of  sports  in  Raleigh;  Dickie  Tew,  trigonometry  teacher;  and  Betty  Williamson,  music  teacher. 
They  were  very  happy  in  their  jobs  and  were  glad  to  see  their  old  classmates. 

The  first  to  arrive  were  the  young  housewives  who  had  made  their  homes  in  Raleigh.  Among 
those  who  were  celebrating  their  tenth  wedding  anniversary  were  Dorothy  Jones,  Ann  Southern, 
Emma  Gibson,  and  Betty  Grogan.  They  were  all  looking  very  matronly  and  happy. 

Next  came  a  group  of  Raleigh's  businessmen  who  had  made  good.  Driving  up  in  a  limou- 
sine was  Thomas  Byrd,  vice  president  of  Raleigh's  "Big  Bubble  Gum  Company,"  and  Billy 
Brown,  who  had  begun  Raleigh's  first  baby  sitting  agency.  Also  with  them  were  Tommy  Pip- 
kin, Earl  Batton,  William  Cooper,  Carl  Murphy,  and  Billy  Beckwith.  Billy  became  president 
of  Carolina  Power  and  Light  Company,  and  the  rest  were  in  similar  businesses. 

All  eyes  were  turned  to  the  airstrip  (a  1951  addition  to  Hugh  Morson)  as  a  rocket  ship 
came  zooming  in.  Everyone  was  astounded  when  the  pilot  stepped  out  and  they  realized  it  was 
Leon  Jordan.  He  was  famous  now  as  a  flying  band-leader.  He  had  brought  a  group  of  pilgrims 
from  New  York  for  the  meeting.  As  the  passengers  emerged  from  the  plane,  the  first  to  come 
into  view  was  Nan  Gosnell  (former  Nan  High).  She  looked  as  much  the  part  of  New  York's 
number  one  model  as  she  was.  With  her  were  the  famous  photographers,  Wesley  Carroll  and 
Carl  Kiger,  and  the  leading  fashion  designer,  Jimmy  Cooper.  They  brought  the  news  that  Thomas 
Barnett,  Lydia  Strickland,  William  Kaplan,  and  William  Holland  would  arrive  later.  They 
were  attending  a  convention  of  top  advertising  officials.  Also  expected  to  arrive  from  New 
York  was  James  A.  Hardee,  one  of  the  top  radio  engineers  of  the  famous  city.  Charles  Pulley, 
Andrew  Smith,  Mavis  Combs,  and  Norma  Thebault  had  obtained  special  leave  from  the  Metro- 
politan and  had  been  at  the  Inn  for  several  days,  preparing  a  program  for  the  pilgrims.  Help- 
ing out  were  Brona  Mooneyham,  exquisite  ballet  star  on  tour  over  the  country,  and  Marie 
Knight,  a  top  comedy  star  from  Hollywood. 

As  the  pilgrims  continued  to  arrive,  many  prominent  figures  were  quickly  recognized. 
One  known  to  all  was  Bill  Edwards,  governor  of  North  Carolina,  with  his  secretary,  Billie  Marie 
Watkins,  close  at  hand.  The  district  attorney,  Lawrence  Harvey,  and  Wade  Gallant,  Raleigh's 
most  prominent  lawyer,  accompanied  him.  Special  guests  to  be  presented  by  the  governor  were 
close  behind  them.  Phillip  Clement,  a  world  famed  big  game  hunter;  Martha  McKenzie,  mis- 
sionary to  Japan;  Joyce  Lawson,  African  explorer;  and  Kathryn  Moore,  America's  most  famous 
foreign  correspondent,  were  a  few. 

The  next  group  to  arrive  were  of  the  most  honored  profession  that  any  pilgrim  could 
have  chosen.  They  were  nurses.  From  Rex  Hospital  came  Martha  Belo,  Patricia  Boyd,  Janie 
Hardee,  Rebecca  Rogers,  Shirley  Wynne,  Jean  Rowe,  and  Dorothy  Byrum,  with  the  superintend- 
ent of  nurses,  Joyce  Poole.  They  were  honored  to  have  with  them  William  Simms  and  Sally 
Massey,   surgeons  whom  they   respected   because  of  their  work  with  them. 

While  the  pilgrims  were  talking  and  looking  over  the  Inn  where  they  had  spent  so  many 
happy  hours,  a  group  of  charming  matrons  were  serving  refreshments.  As  they  entered  with 
food  and  drinks,  everyone  realized  that  they  were  the  young  women  who  had  made  home- 
making  their  profession.  Among  these  were  Virginia  Martin,  Kathryn  Bland,  Dolores  Sykes, 
Kathryn  Keeton,  Mildren  Gilchrist,  Betty  Rose  Moseley,  Dorothy  Mills,  and  Carrie  Mae  Atkinson. 
Helping  them,  and  looking  very  chic,  were  Sue  Stevens  and  Dolly  Pipkin,  wives  of  two  very 
rich  businessmen. 

While  they  were  enjoying  their  refreshments,  the  pilgrims'  eyes  were  again  turned  to  the 
air  field.  A  Navy  plane  and  a  helicopter  were  coming  in.  Piloting  the  Navy  plane  was  John 
Roberts.  As  his  passenger  stepped  out,  everyone  was  almost  blinded  by  the  gold  braid.  Repre- 
senting the  Army  were  Major  Eugene  Glasgow  and  Sergeant  Guilford  Boykin.  The  patch  on 
Sergeant  Boykin's  arm  showed  him  to  be  a  member  of  the  famous  Army  Band.  The  Navy  men 
were  Captain  Robert  Beck  and  Ensign  Lawrence  Watkins.  The  last  two  men  to  emerge  from 
the  plane  were  from  the  Coast  Guard.  They  were  Captain  Osier  Murray  and  Captain  Carroll 
Shoemaker.   All  of  these  men  were  making  their  career  in  the  service. 

The  helicopter  which  came  in  with  the  Navy  plane  was  almost  obscured  by  the  huge  plane.

Lucille  Thomp- 
son owned  a  beauty  salon,  which  was  the  joy  of  the  feminine  population;  Stacy  Matthews 
and  Gordon  Gibbs  owned  the  largest  drug  store;  Virginia  Garmer  was  now  famous  as  a  portrait 
painter;  Harriet  Vallas  was  the  head  of  Vallas'  Interior  Decorating  Company.  The  pilgrims 
were  also  happy  to  learn  that  secretarial  work  had  come  into  its  own  importance  in  Raleigh.

This  group  came  from  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  consisted  of  Dr.  Worth  Boyce,  skilled 
surgeon;  his  secretary,  Annie  Ruth  Young;  Dr.  Robert  Floyd,  also  surgeon;  Bobby  Williams,  chem- 
ist; and  Dorie  Ann  Atkins,  assistant  to  Mr.  Williams. 

After  they  reached  Raleigh  and  the  Inn,  the  group  of  pilgrims  was  completed.  All  were 
there  to  tell  of  the  successes  the  past  ten  years  had  brought  them.  They  talked  of  the  struggles 
they  had  weathered  and  the  heights  they  had  achieved.  Finally  as  the  talk  grew  more  reminis- 
cent, they  all  came  to  one  conclusion.  The  training  and  guidance  that  they  had  received  at 
the  Inn  was  the  basis  and  reason  for  their  success.  To  the  Inn  and  its  great  leaders  they  paid 
tribute.

DIVERSIFIED  OCCUPATIONS  is  a  form  of  part- 
time  education.  It  involves  a  cooperative  arrange- 
ment between  the  commercial  and  industrial 
enterprises  of  the  community  and  the  high  school. 
The  commercial  and  industrial  shops  furnish  part- 
time  employment  to  students  during  school  hours. 
Through  this  employment  the  students  learn  the 
manipulative  part  of  the  job  under  actual  work- 
ing conditions  and  are  instructed  by  a  journey- 
man worker  recognized  by  his  trade  as  an  expert 
mechanic.  The  school  facilities  are  used  to 
furnish  the  technical  subject  material  related  to 
the  job  being  learned. 

The  aims  of  the  program  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  provide  an  organized  plan  of  vocational 
training  for  entrance  into  the  gainful  occupations 
of  the  community. 

2.  To  provide  a  training  program  that  is  flex- 
ible enough  to  satisfy  the  occupational  needs  and 
at  the  same  time  satisfy  the  individual  voca- 
tional ambitions  of  the  students. 

3.  To  provide  a  type  of  program  that  will  lead 
to  employment,  thus  bridging  the  gap  that  now 
exists  between  business  and  schools. 

The  Diversified  Occupations  class  at  Hugh  Mor- 
son  has  twenty-four  students  this  year.  There  are 
about  fifteen  different  occupations  represented 
within  this  group  of  twenty-four  students. 

The  students  attend  two  classes  of  required 
work  other  than  Diversified  Occupations.  These 
classes  usually  come  during  first  and  second 
periods.  Diversified  Occupations  classes  run  dur- 
ing third  and  fourth  periods.  At  the  end  of  the 
fourth  period  the  student  is  excused  to  go  to 
his  work. 

The  employer  along  with  the  coordinator 
grades  the  student.  Each  student  earns  whatever 
wage  is  decided  upon  by  the  employer,  student, 
and  coordinator.  The  average  wage  is  about 
forty-five  cents  an  hour. 

A  student  earns  three  units  each  year  plus 
the  two  units  for  required  subjects. 

The  course  is  designed  primarily  for  students 
who  are  not  planning  to  attend  college.  Taking 
this  course,  however,  does  not  prevent  a  pupil's 
going  to  college  if  he  desires. 

The  student  must  be  sixteen  years  of  age  before 
he  may  enter  the  program.
